VVho ypon the 28. of Aprill, laſt pat, 
(inthe yeere of out Lord 1613. )aftera 
ſhort and proſperous paſlage ouer the 
Seas, caſt Anchor as happily before 
Vluybing. VV hich Arriuall oftheirs be- 
ing no ſl welcome; then it was gene- 
rally and heartily expeRed, the firſt ho- 
nourable Salutations weregiuento theſe 
two Princes,by Graue Maurice and Graue 
Henrick,who went a Dutch-mile. by wa- 
ter, and lay that night aboard, being as 
nobly and gladly receiued by the Palſ- 
graue and his Lady. 

Thenextday (being the29.of April) 
they wentto Land, honourably accom- 
panied with Grave Maurice, Graue Hen- 
rick, the Duke of Lewnox, the Earle of 
Arundel, the Lord Admirall, the Lord

Anne 
Dudley, M*.Elizabeth Dudl:y, MW®-Apſe- 
ley, M'*. Maiame, with many oi no 
lith Gentlewomen : infinite mu des 
of-the*Dutch Nation ſtanding on the 
ſhore, to behold their Arriuall. 

No ſooner did they ſet footing on the 
Land, but (to make Heauen and Earth 
eccho forth the report, )the Lord Admi- 
rallſent vnto them a volley of Great- 
Shot, tothenumberof 400. the Towne 
of Viuſhing anſwering in the like Thun- 
der of 200. Great Shot: All the Cap- 
raines, with the Souldiers in Gariſon, 
ſtanding in armes on the ſhore, to re- 
cciue theſe Princes, and conduQing 
thera to their lodgings : the beginning 
of the night being ſpent in excellent 
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- Artificiall Fire-workes , beſides 'other 
Showes.and Deuices,which gauetothe 
beholders admirable pleaſure. 

The next morning (being the zo. of 
Aprill ) the Palgrave. hauing a fmall 
1 raine) departed from YVluhing, and 

went rothe Hage, the Princeſſe (his wife) 
ſtayed anddinedinthe Towne. Inthe 
afternoone ſhee went to Middleborough, 
being accompanied with Graue Maurice, 
Graue Henrick, and the rett of the Eng- 
lith Lords and Ladics, where the "4 
gers of the Towne, after a warlike man- 
. ner, gaue her Grace a royall and hear- 
tie entertainement, with loud and luſt 
vollyes of Shot, and ſo condutted her 
to her lodging. 

Theday following, ſhee was magni- 
ficently feaited at the Stare-Houſe , 
words being able to expreſſethe ny 
ty) royalty, and « coſt of ſo Princely an 
entertainment. - And in this Towne of 
Midllctovongh, ſhe continued three daics.

Vponthethird of May, the Princeſe 


(nobly accompanied as before) went to 
a Towne called Trever, being diſtant a 
Dutch-milefrom Middleboroxgh: and ar 
this place, the Lord Admiral, the Lord - 
of Effingham , with all thoſe who had 
charge in her conuoy ouer the feas,took 
their leaues of the Princefle, and depar- 
ted for England.

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Vpon Friday from Embrickſhe went

On Satturday following leauing Weſell; 
ſhe went to Deusbrooke, to dinner: and 
from thence to Thiſſel-dorp to bed, where 
ſhe continued two dayes, being magni- 
ficently entertained by the young Duke 
of Brandenburgh In this Townethe olde 
Duke of Cleuelyes vnburyed. 

From Thiſel-dorp vpon Manday (being,

The nextnight following w was "a 
in a Martiall preſentation of the Siege of 
Troy, which was thus performed. A/Ca+ 
tile of exceeding greatnes was ſtrongly 
builded,repreſcnting Troy,andin it were 
placed x00. ſhot; another Army lay be- 
fore thewals, in the habits of Greekes, 
whoafterthis manner began the Siege : 
Firſt,the horſe-men gauethe on-ſet,and 
they retyring,the foot-men orthe infan- 
tery ſecondedthem with great courage 
and violence.

Formolt of all came Jupiter , riding in 
a very rich Chariot, drawhe by two Grif- 
fons, and thoſe Griffons guided by Mercury, 
vvhoſateas Coach-man. Next followed 
Inno in another Chariot, drawne by. Pea- 
cockes, and driuen by Iris . After her came 
the God of Husbandry, with three Ploughs. 
After himentered Neptune, the God of the 
Sea, in aChariotfitted tothe ſtate and con- 
dition of ſuch a Marine Deitie_zthe Chariot 
drawne by three Sea-borſes : vpon Neprune 


attended a Merman, fitting on a Rocke, 


vvith a Glafle in his hand, and behinde 
him, on-another Rocke, fate three Mer- 
maides, ſinging and playing on Inſtru- 

ments. 
After theſe Mermaides the next that en- 
tered vvas a Ceutawre ( halfe a man, halfe 
C2 4 
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a Horſe)holding in onehand RiRankago 
is-the other a Mace, 

Then fallowed 4rionuplaying a a Tis 
and firring,. on-2 Sea-Vnicorne .. Atter all 
theſe:camein the. ſeauen deadly-Sinnes, all 
of then chained, and driuen torward by a 
Dragon, vyho continually ipet fire. Imme- 
diateiy after which cotered the Palſgrauc, 
.. vvithtwo mote; ima Ship, he himieifere- 
ſembling Jaſon, attended by ſixe Squires, 
bearing ſhields and Lances.: in the Ship - 
wvas to/beicene the Golden Fleece, vvhich 

Iaſon: tetcht trom Greece : :andatthe ſterne 
Euuyxvasdraggd, cating her owne hearr. 
_'Fhenextthatentered vvas Mars;drawne 
ina: Chariot -adotned- vvith all the En- 
fignesof war, &atrended by three Knights 
and fixe; Squires bearing Lances . After 
whom; inone Chariot, drawne by Swans, 
fate Venus and Ciipid = before the Chariot 
went ſixeV/ireines, and behindeit followed 
Hercules, the Sun artificially gazing onthe 
Chariot, and three Knig hts tollowing Her- 

Cliles.

Then came Viftoryinan Imperiall Cha- 
riot, ( betokening Soweraigntie) on the rop 
of the Chariot itooda dilplayed Eagle: vp- 
on this Chariot attended three Knights, 
and fixe Squires bearing Lances.Next vn= * 
to Victory entered Dianazin a Chariot made 
likea Forreſt, ict out and adorned yvith li- 
uing Birds and Beaſts, and thus attended : 
Firtt,camefixe Satyres playing on Muſicke | 
wildely : after whom, fixe other Saryres 
came leaping anddauncing Antickly:then 
ewelue more leading Dogs and Deere : then 
the Wood-men,andatterthem Nymphes with 
Bowes and Arrowes : atid thenthe Chariot 
where other Nymphes ſateplaying and ſin- 
ging: after whom followed three Knights. 

. The day after, (being the 11: of Tune ) 
they repayredagaine tothe Tilt-yard : the 
Pal/eraue.vvith thole other two, came in 
riding on Horſe-backe; he himſelfe till re. 
ſembling. Iaſon, attended by fixe Squires, 
cight Trumpets, ſcauen Foote-men, and 
ſcauen Horles of State, lead fingle . After 


p him came two other, perſonating Apollo 
3 and: 
og \ 
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and Bacchus, and they were inthis manner 
accompanied: Firſt, three Wilde-men play- 
ing on ſtrange Muſicke, fixe Satyres ru- 
ſtickely dauncing tothole tunes: then: fol- 
lowed three Nymphes on Horſe-backe , 
crowned vvith Garlands: after them,M- 
ſeus,Orpheus,and Eumolpus,on horlſe-back, 
with Muſicke-: then Mydas fitting on an 
Adle, hee himſelfe hauing Afles cares for 
comparing Pan to Apollo : and next him , 


miſerable Marſyas, and a Satyre fleaing'off 


his skinne; becauſe hee durſt contend with 
Apollo in Muſicke. Ina ſhort diſtance from 
theſe, came in the nine Muſes, placed in ſe- 
ueral ſeates vpon the mountaine Pernaſſus, 
and playing vpon ſeuerall Inſtruments of 


Muſicke : after whom followed cloſely the - 


three Graces, accompanied with Hercules 
and Mercury : then Silenus (the Steward of 
Bacchus )with a Tun and a Glafle,which as 
faſt as he filled with wine,heeuer and anone 
dranke off; and after him entered Bacchrs 


5 na Chariot drawne by Dogges; andatten- 
. . dedby theſe ſize ; Iunius; Pomona, Hyme-

nels , Zephirus , Flora , and Vertumnus. 

Then followed another perſon, wearing 
an Imperiall Crowne; toure others bound 
in Scarfes as Priſoners, going before him, 
and three after him with drawne Swords, 
beſides foure Squires carrying Lafces, Af- 
ter vvhom entered three being attyred/m 
the habits of Thkes, vvaited vpon by fixe 
Squires bearing Lances. And laſt of all, 
one in compleate Armour , came ridin 
in, being followed by three- perſons that 
lead ed Horſes ſingle. This was the 
Honour, Glory, and Triumph of the ſe- 
cond, ending vvith as greatState,Ceremo- 
nie; and Courtly performance as the day 
did before. 

Vpon the 12, of Iwe the Princeſſe went 
on hunting * the Palſsrawe, vvith other 
Germane Princes, the Dake of Leu nox,the 
Farle*of Arundel, the Lord Viſcount Liſle, 
and many others, hunted the Deere vvith 
Lances. j 

Vponthe 13. of Tune, a Merriment was 


preſented to her, of mad Fellowes vvith 
Tubs 


The "" EY? FU of the 


Tubs ſet vpon their heads, apparelled all 
in ftraw, and fitting on Horle-backe, did 
in this manner runne at Tilt one at ano- 
ther vvith Staues, and-made excellent pa- 
{ime to the Bcholders. 

Vponthe 14.0f Iune,the Duke of Leunox, 


* the Earle of Arwdell, and his Lady, the 


Lord Viſcount Lifſe, Generall Cicill, and 
his Lady tooke their lcaues of the Prince 
at 'Princeſſe. | 
And thus, in a few Lines, you haue 
a true Relation ſet downe, of this Noble 
and Princely Progretle : the Entertaine- 
ments in cuery place, being all honou- 
rable,bounteous,magnitcent,and coſt> 
ly, fitting for ſuch a Nation to be-
